ROME, March 6.—The rioting caused 
by the anger of the people at the 
conduct of the Abyssinian campaign, 
brought to a climax by the complete 
defeat of the Italian army, under Gen- 
eral Earatieri, was continued last night 
in nearly every large city of Italy, 
although a rain storm 
cleared 
the 
streets of the capital. 


At Milan, a large crowd marched 
through the principal streets, emaehing 
windows right and left, yelling execra- 
tion at Crispi and his minis and calling 
fer the trial and prompt execution of 
General Baratieri. 
The rioters made 
their way to the railroad station with 
the intention of preventing the depait- 
ure from Milan of ihe army reserve of 
that city and neighborhood belonging 
to the class of 1872, but, anticipating 
trouble, the authorities kept the men 
in the barracks and sent a regiment of 
infantry to guard the railroad station. 
These precautions 
only served 
to 
increase the sentiment of the mob 
leaders, and an attempt was made to 
break into the depot. 


A number of sharp encounters be- 
tween the rioters and soldiers and 
police followed. 
The soldiers 
and 
carabineieri were pelted with stone and 
the points of bayonets and swords were 
used to drive back the crowds. 
A 
number of soldiers and policemen were 
injured, and ecores of rioters were 
slightly wounded. 
The disturbances 
continued 
until 
2 
o'clock 
in 
the 
morning,, at which 
time 
the 
trooops, at the point of the bayonet, 
had cleared the railroad station and its 
neighborhood of rioters and established 
a cordon of soldiers about it, while 
guarding with strong pickets all the 
approaches. 
The troops remained on 
duty all night. 


There is today a marked 
improve- 
ment in the demeanor of the populace. 
A proclamation by the mayor enjoined 
the inhabitants of Rome to be c&lmand 
avoid assemblages, which would tend 
to develop 
riotcus 
demonstrations. 
Business is proceeding as usual, and 
the only evidence here of the recent 
disturbances are the strong additional 
guards of soldiers on duty about the 
palace and all public buildings. 


There was serious rioting at Parma 
last night. 
The municipal buildings 
were beseiged by angry mobs, windows 
were smashed, there were a number of 
lively fights between the police and the 
populace and the troops were compelled 
to fire a volley over the heads of the 
most riotous of the mobs. 
This damp- 
ened the anger of the rioters, who 
scattered in all direction?, pursued I y 
the carabinieri, who succeeded in ar- 
resting several of the leaders of the 
disturbances. 
They will be kept pris- 
oners until the popular 
excitement 
subsides. 


There were a number ot meetings 
last night of the ' different factions of 
the opposition, but nothing definite was 
decided upon, although a group of 
members of the right party passed a 
resolution demanding the 
complete 
abandonment of Erythea, as its reten- 
tion would only involve a waste of 
money and men. 


The Marquis Di Rudini is now looked 
upon as likely to yield ,to the represen- 
tations of his friends and consent to 
undertake the formation of a npw cab- 
inet with General Ricotti as 'minister 
war. 
The latter has already held 
that portfolio three times, first in 1870, 
again in 1873 and lastly in 1877. 


The work of dispatching reinforce- 
ments to Massowah is being pushed 
with phraiseworthy vigor. 
On board 
the chartered transports gangs of men 
relieve éach other so that the 
fitting 
out of these vessels is continued 
day 
and night. 
The army reserve men of 
the class 1872 just called to the colors, 
will, so soon as equipped, relieve regi- 
ments now doing garrison duty and the 
soldiers thus rendered 
available for 
active service will be shipped to Africa 
as rapidly as possible, the incoming 
ministry makes a complete change in 
the colonial policy of the country as 
advocated by many prominent men, 
and it is determined to make peace at 
any price with the Abyssinians. 


The students of Pisa invaded 
the 
railroad stations here last evening, as a 
result of a report having been circulât 
ed that the artillery of the garrison of 
that place was io be trans'^erred to 
Naples for shipment to Africa 
They 
marched ia procession to the depot 
shouting, "down with Crispi," ' get us 
back our soldiers," "death to Baratieri," 
etc. 
The local authorities, however 
proved equal to the occaeion, A strong 
force of police were sent to the station 
and the students were dispersed after 
burning all tjie copies obtainable of 
the government newspaper organs and 
smashing a few windows. 


Araong the military men there is a 
strong sentiment in favor of puebing 
the campaign in Africa to the utmost, 
even if it is necessary to call out all the 
army reserve and send 50,000 addi- 
tional troops to A byssinia. 
But the 
sobor minded représentatives of the 
^ueiness community advocate a policy 
of peace, even if it is necesBary for 
Italv's pride to fcuiler ia order to obtain 
these ends. 
The masses, as a rulf, are 
opposed to any further s&crifice of the 
lives ot Italian soldiers and they are 
in sympathy with those who favor a 
complete change in the colonial policy 
of Icttly.

The Spanish Minister at Wash- 
ington a Busy Man.

A Wheeling special to the Sport- 
ing News eays: 


"It now appears certain that 
the 
Inter-State Base Ball league is to be a 
"go." 
For the past two weeks matters 
have been rather uncertain on account 
of the difficulty in securing grounds 
here in Wheeling. 
The magnates in 
the ocher cities said in the eveut of 
Wheeling 
flickering, 
they 
would 
abandon all efiorts to organize a league. 
The reasons for this 
determination 
were that Wheeling is the best city in 
the circuit and no other town in this 
end of the circuit could be secured to 
take the Nail City's place. 
President 
McKee, of the local club, was down 
from 
Pittsburg 
on 
Monday 
and 
although be did not close a deal for 
grounds, it is pretty eure that grounds 
will be secured and coneequently 
the 
league made a certainty. 
Five sites 
are now being considered and one will 
be selected before the close of the 
week. 


"Reports from all the cities of the 
league are encouraging. Up at Youngs- 
town the club is backed by the street 
railway company. 
Ch&rJes Hazen, of 
Akron, has been engaged as manager 
and has already signed six players. 
So 
once again, aiter many years, the home 
of Jimmy McAleer will have a profes- 
siopal team. 


'New Castle. Pa , looked doubtful for 
a time, but the enthusiasts there got 
together a day or two ago and 
rabed 
all the funds necessary to start the 
team on a good basis. 
'Billy' Thomp- 
son, who managed their team 
last 
season, will probably occupy the same 
position this seaEon. 


"W^ashington, Pa., the baby town of 
the league, is backed by Byron D. J. 
McKeown, a millionaire oil magnate. 
Though the town is small it is thor 
oughly imbued with the athletic epirit. 
Even should the club prove a financial 
loss to its owner he will not object 
strenuously. Manager Curran, of Wash- 
ington, has signed nine men and has 
others on bis list. 


"Fort Wayne people say that in the 
improbable event of the 
Inter-S^ate 
organization flickering, they will bead 
a movement to organize a league made 
up of Indiana and western Ohio towns 
"The league as it stands is composed 
of Wheeling, Washington, New Castle 
and Youngstown in the fast; Toledo, 
Fort l^ayne and Akron in the west. 
The eighth franchise will be located in 
Findlsy, Lima, Springfield or Dayton, 
any one of which towns would support 
a club in good style. 
President Power 
is now trying to get the eighth club 
matter settled."

MADRID, March 6 — As a result of 
the publication in Eldia 
that 
the 
Sp.Hnish minister at Washington 
had 
notified the government that President 
Cleveland would veto any Cuban leao- 
lulioD, a statement was made today 
from an authoritative source as to the 
extent of the information 
received 
from the minister at Washington. 
It 
shows that he has kept the government 
fully adviacd of all actual developments, 
but has not anticipated action in any 
branch. 
L^p to the present timo the 
minister has not iniorra«d the govern- 
ment that the president will veto the 
Cuban resolutions, nor is he informed, 
so far as the government knows, what 
the future course of the 
executive 
authorities at Washington will be. 
At 
tha same time the ministry has access 
to the dispatches received by the news 
aseacies at Paris, London and Madrid 
and some of these recent 
dispatches, 
which have 
been widely 
published 
throughout Europe aq indicating 
the 
probable course of the 
administrative 
authorities at Washington, have borne 
he stamp of authenticity and 
are 
accepted as semi-officiai and authorita- 
tive. 


They have been regarded by officials, 
as well as the general public, as cor- 
rectly forecasting the probable course 
of the Washington authorities 
To 
these the Spanish minister at Washing- 
ton has not added his official advice, 
nor has he stated that he has any 
assurances as to the future of the 
Cuban resolutions. 
Official advices 
from Havana show that Maceo has 
made a bold march to the north with a 
view to meeting 
CaUx Garcia, who 
was expected to arrive with arms and 
ammunitions. 
After learning that the 
Garcia expedition was a failure, Maceo 
was unable to move eastward or to 
reach the southern everglades, and was 
compelled to xrove west into Havana 
province. 
It is believed that his pur- 
pose was in part a feint to prevent the 
reinforcements arriving 
at 
Hayana 
from carry in p out their projected move- 
ments. 
No uneasiaess is lelt at the 
presence of Maceo in Havana province. 
He has failed to ffleet a Juncture with 
Gomez and is 100 miles north from 
him. 


WASHIKGTON, 
March 6.—The presi- 
dfent said to a representative of the 
Associated Press this morning: 
"I see 
that it is assumed in certain q^:arters 
that a deliverance published a few days 
ago on the Cuban question may be 
taken as defining the attitude of the 
adoiinistration on that subject. 
I wish 
you would say that I never saw the 
statement nor heard of it until I read 
it in the nev/spapers, and even then 
neglected to read all of it, supposing it 
represented nothing more than news- 
paper gush. 
I do not know how it 
originated, nor by whom it was con- 
structed or inspired, but 
I do know 
tbat I am in no naanner responsible for 
ife, nor in any way related to it. 
I only 
desire to say in addition that I do not 
know whether the publication referred 
to represents the views of the adminis- 
tration on the Cuban question or not 
and that I have never found any diffi- 
culty in communicating with the peo- 
ple in a manner which leaves no doubt 
as to the authenticity of any statement 
purporting to represent my views."

GREEKSBUEG, Ind., March 6.—James 
Goodwin, a farmer of Osgood, twenty

Goodwin went 
west, married, struck it rich in the 
mines aud came back. 
They both 
applied for a divorce, but were refused. 
He tlien eloped witii her and her 
daughter, coming here about a yesr 
ago, where they have resided ever since 
as man and wife, although they 
were 
never married. 


THE P R O P ü ^ I ^ H t H 
CANAL. 
The Views of Mr. Jttlnwlddle As to Its 
Boote. 


WASHINGTON, March 6 —About three- 
fourths of the population of northwest- 
ern Indiana is thoroughly aroused over 
the bill introduced by Congressman 
Hatch to secure a survey for a canal 
from Lake Michigan to the Wabash 
river, judging from the large number 
of letters on the subject received by 
members of the Indiana delegation in 
congress. 
The latest communication is 
from 0. Dinwiddle, of Orchard Grove, 
representative in the state legislature 
from Lake county, which says: 


"According to Professor Campbell's 
survey of the Kankakee valley, made a 
few years sgo, the elevation at Shelby, 
in the south end of Lake county, is 
much lower than at any point east of 
here or near the Kankakee river, and 
near Leroy, on the Panhandle railroad, 
the watershed or divide is merely nom- 
inal, where it separates the water run- 
ning north through Deep river to the 
lake, from Eagle creek running south, 
into the Kankakee river. If you should 
have anything to do with the route to 
be surveyed, please look into the route 
beginning near the old mouth oi the 
Calumet river, thence running nearly 
due south through the valley of Eagle 
creek to Kankakee river. 
Thence a 
direct line might be made to Attica. 
I 
think less cutting will be needed 
by 
this route than by any one further 
east." 
Congressman Hatch will lay 
this letter before the committee on 
railways and canals. • 


Rice £lonse Failed. 
NEW YORK, March 6 —Dr. Talmage's

REV. JOHN P. LLOYD. 


Death of This Venerable Divine 
Yesterday Afternoon. 


TlieKndof a I.ffe of Great I'sefnlne.ss 
in the Work for the Sla.slc>r"- 
Blogrraphical Sbeteh. 


The death of Rtv. John P. Lloyd, 
brief mentioQ of whica was made in 


THE SENTINEL yesterday afternoon, has 
caused universal sorrow throughout the 
city. 


Rev. Lloyd died from neuralgia of 
the stomach and liver. 
Ke was sick 
only about ten days. 
During hia ill- 
nees he suffered much from exhaustion. 
He was couBoioua to the time of his 
death and during the last two hours 
folded his hands and engaged in earn- 
est prayer, his last words being, "Noth- 
ing in my hands I bring, simply to—" 
and before he could fiaish the sen- 
tence hia spirit cal fl jwn. 


Rev. Lloyd was one of tha Eost 
widely known ministers of the Presby- 
terian church in this section. 
He was 
born in Chillocothe, Ohio, March 22, 
1814. In 1839 he was licensed to preach 
and from that time to 1881 he was 
actively engaged in the 
ministerial 
work. 
During those years he was lo- 
cated at viirious places in Ohio, where 
his work was of the most zealous and 
earnest kind. No man ever had greater 
faith in the Word which he was preach- 
ing and no man was more in earnest. 
Rev. Lloyd spent most of the years of 
his youih and manhood in the central 
part of Ohio, where he had charges and 
where h'e became widely kno7/n and 
popular because of his excellent char- 
acter. 


One of the most important works of 
Rev. Lloyd was done at Galion and 
Crestline. 
These towns are four miles 
apart. 
In both places Rev. Lloyd built 
up Presbyterian churches and for a 
number of yt-ars had charge of the con- 
gregations ia the two towns. 
Later he 
was stationed at Crestline for about 
twenty years. 


When a young man Rev. Lloyd was 
married to Miss Reed, daughter of the 
late Rev. John Reed, Indiana, Pa., who 
was his faithful companion through all 
the remaining years of his life and who 
survives him. 


In 1881 Rev. Lloyd was compelled, 
on account of his failing health, to give 
up active ministerial work. 
The in- 
firmities ol advanced age were telling 
on him. 
Upon his retirement he came 
to Fort Wayne, where he spent the re 
mainder of his days. 
During his resi- 
dence here he has not been entirely out 
of the work for the Master, tub on 
numerous occasions he has occupied 
the pulpit in the various Presbyteiian 
churches in this city and in churches 
throughout this presbytery. 
He was 
a profound theologian, a great scholar 
and an able speaker. 
This ability 
coupled with his deep earnestness in 
the gospel work made him one of the 
best known ministers in 
northern 
Indiana. 


For some time past Rev. Lloyd was 
confined to his home and it was known 
that his illness could not but terminate 
fatally. His death occurred yesterday 
afternoon at 3 o'clock, at his home on 
East Berry street. In his last moments 
he was surrounded by his family and 
his death was peaceful, in keeping with 
the pure, good and peaceful life which 
was ebbing away. 


In the death o? Rev. Lloyd; the city 
loses a citizen like whom there are not 
many, the church loses one of its shin- 
ing lights and a pure soul goes to its 
reward.

European Fears. 
Europe does not like the prospect of 
American intervention in Cuba. Europe 
cannot be expected to like it. 
In 
Paris alone five! hundred million dol 
lars' worth of Cuban bonds are held, all 
of which would beeomeworthléss paper 
lui soon as Cubà gained her indepen- 
dence. 


The European papers call attention 
to the fact that the north raised a howl 
at the prospect of European recognition 
of the south. Of course it did, and of 
course Spain howls now. But the cop- 
ditions are not the same. The south 
was trying to disrupt a united nation 
and to perpetuate the crime of slavery. 
The patriots of Cuba are striving for 
national freedom. 


The parallel must be drawn, not on 
li^e war of the rebellicm, but on that of 
the revolution, when the American 
people were fighting for freedom, and 
when France-took up the cause of the 
patriots and recognized them as a 
nation, just as the United States are 
about to do in regard to Cuba. "" 


It is absurd for the European^ to say 
that the Cuban insurgents have done 
nothing to merit recognition as bellig- 
erents. If defying proud Spain, hold- 
ing her armies in check for a yeafi 
conquering nine-tenths of the island, 
organiziog and maintaining a republi- 
can government and taxing to the 
limit every, resource of her vainglorious 
oppressor be not enough to .make these 
patriots belligerents in the broadest 
sense of thé word, then what is ? 


It takes the Europeans a long time 
to leiarn that the United States are not 
bluSlog, but they will learn it soon— 
even if we should have to administer a 
"licking" to some one. 


B y Boenliren's B a y s . 
One of the results of the new photo- 
graphic discovery by Dr. Roentgen is 
that a letter can be photographed 
through its envelope, and the contents 
read with as much ease as though the 
seal had been broken. This experi- 
ment has been succeesfully made by 
several members of the staff of the 
Gaulois at Paris and a telegram from 
that city has the following about it: 


"In the course of experiments made 
with the assistance of M. Denis Lance, 
docteures sciences, and M. de Bouil- 
lane, a skilled photographer, our con- 
temporary claims to have made a new 
discovery, of which more will be said 
later. On Saturday these experiments 
were being explained to M. Alexandre 
Hepp, when he exclaimed : 


'Why, then, you will be able to 
photograph letters through their en- 
velopes?' 


" 'Just so ! ' wa"ï the reply, though at 
that time it was unknown whether such 
a thing was possible. 


The result of the conversation was 
that M. Hepp handed over one of sev- 
eral letters which he had just written, 
and in less than half an hour received 
negative vrhich distinctly showed his 
handwriting. 


This is not possible, however, with 
all kinds of paper and all kinds of ink, 
says the Gaulois. But only fifteen sec- 
onds are necessary to photogragh the 
contents of a letter written upon the 
paper^f the chamber of deputies or of 
the senate and inclosed in an envelope 
of the same paper. However, several 
sheets of paper wrapped round the 
letter would make photography very

difficult, if not impossible. It has biien 
found that a paper wrapped in tinfoil 
can not be photographed.

Some people are exceediogly short 
sighted and none of them more so than 
the saloon keepers of Indiana and 
perhaps of the whole country. 
Know 
ing as they must that there is a strong 
and earnest body of people opposed to 
their existence, it would seem that 
their true policy would be to avoid 
rousing that hostility to action. 
But 
their course generally has been one ot 
open defiance of 
the conscientious 
opinion of a great many excellent peo 
pie. 
It ought to be said, for it is the 
truth, that most qf« the embarassments 
in which they find themselves fre- 
quently 
involved, they bring upon 
themselves. 


If the saloon keepers as a mass 
should unite in the purpose to remove 
the larger evils of their business, should 
submit cheerfully to the restraints of 
the law, should render due obedience 
to every requirement of every legisla 
tive enactment, they would find their 
road a much less hard one to travel 
than it is. 
Suppose there had been a 
universal observance of the provisions 
of the last general laws prior to 1895, 
there would not have been a strong 
and powerful movement for additional 
legislation. 


If the law as it stood and stands now 
had been faithiully obeyed, if every 
saloon in Indiana had been closed on 
legal holidays, on election days, on 
Sundays, and in the hours of the night 
after the time fixed by the law. fast 
closed up so that no one could enter, if 
they had always refused to sell liquor 
to minors and to men in the habit of 
becoming intoxicated, if they had al- 
ways preserved the peace absolutely 
kept hard characters off their premises, 
suppressed gambling and other vices 
therein, had refused to permit their 
places of business to become resorts for 
anarchists and places for criminal con- 
spiraci^ to be hatched; if they had 
been in all respects law-abiding and 
maintained'law and order within their 
precincts, there would never have been 
a Nicholson law, an enactment whose 
sole purpose, with one exception, was 
to make it possible to enforce exbting 
law. 


And still, blindly, the law with its 
Nicholson supplement is violated every 
day in the year and wrath gathers 
greater head against the traffic. 
There 
is a fairly respectable body of fairly re- 
spectable people who cannot under- 
stand why a man who runs a saloon 
should be permitted to violate the law 
when others are required to obey it.

Peter Bichard ¿ienrick, whose death 
occurred last Wednesday, at St. Louis, 
was for nearly half a century 
the 
Catholic archbishop of that diocese. 
He was 88 years of age and had been 
in very feeble health for several years 


With the possible exception of John 
Ireland of St. Paul, no other archbishop 
of the Boman Catholic church 
in 
America has attracted more notice than 
Peter Bichard Eenrick. 


When Archbishop Zenrick began 
his administration St. Louis was a town 
of 20 OOb 
inhabitants, and had two 
Catholic churches—the Cathedral, built 
in 1834, and a little Jesuit chapel. The 
diocese now contains over 300 churches, 
twenty-five stations 
and a Catholic 
population of over 350,000. At the time 
of his appointment as bishop of Drasa 
the diocese of St. Louis comprised 
Missouri, Arkansas and the western 
end of Illinois, and the bishop was com- 
pelled to travel on horseback or in 
wagons or stages over this immense 
territory, which has since been divided. 


In the Vatican he was a strong oppo- 
nent of the doctrine of the infalibility 
of the pope, and had it not been for 
this opposition, it is said that the arch- 
bishop would have been made a cardi- 
nal. 


He introduced into his diocese many 
religious societies that now control 
scores of schools and other institutions, 
many of them charitable. He laid out 
the cemetery of St. Louis. He was an 
author and had written several works 
of recognized merit. 


MARVIN 
KUHNS. 
T h e Noted Bandit's S a b l t s In t h e Ohio 
P e n i t e n t i a r y . 


(Cincinnati Enquirer.) 


One of the most remarkable prison- 
ers in the Columbus penitentiary is 
Marvm Kuhns, the celebrated outlaw, 
serving a life term for the murder of 
his pal at Tiffin five years ago. 
The 
wounds Kuhns received from the re- 
volver of Deputy Sheriff Wilkinson, 
when ho was captured 
near 
Fort 
Wayne, Ind., were at first ^supposed to 
be fatal, but Kuhns recovered. 
He 
still carries several bullets in his .body, 
but experiences no inconvenience from 
them, and it is safe to say that were 
there to be a championship contest in 
the manly art at the prison, Kuhns 
could knock out any convict in the in- 
stitution. 


He is six feet in height, as straight 
as an arrow, powerfully muscled and as 
agile as a professional athlete. 
When 
the prisoners are marched to and from 
their meals or their work through the 
spacious yard within the walls, it is 
Kuhn's duty to lead one of the com- 
panies. He m a r c h e B at the head of his 
company with all the dignity of a sol- 
dier, instead of indicating any inclina- 
tion to hang his bead and skulk past 
the gaze of the spectators. 
His head 
is thrown back, his carriage is grace''ul, 
bis striped clothes are neatly brushed, 
his heavy prison shoes are polished and 
his cap of black and white is worn with 
the jaunty air of the fearlesB, daring 
bandit that he is. 
The claas of women 
who find pleasure in visiting the peni- 
tentiary and indulging in sentimental 
talk over the convicts, invariably find 
an object of admiration in Marvin 
Kuhns.

She sent the design to the 
World's fair, where it took the second 
prize. 
It was her first attempt, but its 
artistic qualities at once attracted atten- 
tion and won for her the commission for 
a heroic statue for the Wisconsin state 
building. 


The 
statue 
represents a 
beautiful 
young woman, draped in an American 
flag, standing with uplifted face and 
caressing «n eagle which perches just 
above her shoulder on a rock against 
which she is leaning. 
The bird of free- 
dom is an idealization of "Old Abe," 
the historic eagle which perched on the 
colors of a Wisconsin regiment during 
the civil war, and which was captured 
and cared for with tender solicitude in 
the statehousQ for years afterward. 
The 
title of the statue is "The Genius of 
Wisconsin" and is an admirable concep- 
tion, executed with much skill if not 
genius. 
It is said that Miss Mears bad 
never seen a statue when she made her 
design, but she has seen many since and 
bids fair to become one of the most suc- 
cessful of the younger school of sculp- 
tors. 


Her first success gained for her the 
notice of Augustus St. Qaudens, the fa- 
mous New York sculptor, and at his in- 
ritation she worked in his studios for 
more than a year. She was engaged dur- 
ing that time in working on the Logan 
statue. 
A short time ago she sailed for 
Paris, with a letter from Mr. St. Qau 
dens to Mr. MacMonnies, recommending 
her to his care as one of the strongest 
pupils he had ever had. Miss Mears was 
accompanied by Miss Dodd of Madison, 
and she will study abroad for two years. 
When she returns, she expects to settle 
in N e w York.

CHEAP PLANTHOUSES. 


How to Baild and IIow to Heat Them 
The Best Location. 


Many gardeners would like to have 
greenhouse privileges, but fear the ex 
pense 
of 
building 
and heating 
one 
There is a constant demand for plans of 
"cheap" houses. 
On a level and unpro 
tected surface nothing cheaper or sim 
pier can be put up than a little forcing 
pit, the plant beds of which are on the 
natural 
surface, 
with 
the 
walks 
paths sunk 18 inches or 2 feet into the 
ground and the whole covered with 
roof of ordinary hotbed sashes. 
A hill

side facing south or southeast offers 
still better site and chance for the 
erection of a cheap plantbouse. 
Thus 
writes T. Qriener, who furnishes in 
American Gardening illustrations giv 
ing a cross section of such a house and 
a general view of it. 
The situation af- 
fords the very best possible protection 
and the heating can be done in a very 
economical manner. 
Proper provision 
will have to be made for draining the 
surface water from the hill off to one 
side. A little sbanty built cheaply but 
warmly at one (the west) end of the 
plantbouse serves as a furnace and 
potting room. 
Concerning the heating 
of a plantbouse the same authority says 
When a house or pit is used only for 
plant growing toward spring, and clos 
est economy has to be practiced, the 
heating might be done by means of a 
double fine, the fireplace being in the 
shanty, and the return flue placed upon 
the other and ending in the chimney al- 
most directly above the fireplace. The 
draft has to be adjusted in such a man 
ner that a direct connection can be had 
from the fireplace to the chimney, to 
be open when fire is first starred and 
then closed and the connection made 
with the flues. Fire will only be need 
ed during the night, and perhaps a very 
little of it on cloudy days. The hot wa

ter method, however, will be found 
Lmuch more convenient even then, fuid 
BFtirely by far the best and really only 
satisfactory plan when the house is tc 
be used for forcing winter vegetables. 
It will surely pay big interest for tha 
investment to put in one of the hot wa 
ter heaters now made and advertised by 
VMious firms. I cannot tell you which 
of all of them is the best. 
Probably 
there is little difference. They all can 
be depended on to give good service ii 
yon will get tbe proper size. The manu- 
facturers will be willing enough to ad 
vise you as to the size required to heat 
your plantbouse. 


i Th'e problem of heating a small plant- 
house is simplified^.where. natural gas 
(in some cases even the ordinary illumi- 
nating gas) can be had. 
We might then 
dispense with a regular heater, and just 
bring the heating flame to bear npon 
a coil of pipe connecting with the heat 
ing pipe system. Of course the coil is 
inside of a fireplace of brick or inclosed 
with a sheet iron jacket. 
That there 
must be an expansion tank connecting 
with the highest point in the pipe sys- 
tem to furnish some pressure and the 
necessary quantity of water for circula 
tion, and to provide for waste by evap 
oration, need hardly be specially men- 
tioned. For the gardener who is trying 
to make a living by raising and selling 
gairden truck a good greenhouse or plant 
pit is an absolute necessity. 


One Way to Save Money. 


During the winter many conveniences 
and necessary farm tools and imple- 
ments may be made in tbe bom e work- 
house. 
Hayracks, wagon beds, 
swing 
gates, water troughs and tanks, sleds, 
tool racks, stalk rakes, chicken coops, 
shipping orates and berry boxes are sim- 
ple in construction. Any bright farmer, 
with the assistance of a blacksmith, can 
make all of these and more. 
The ex- 
pense will be much leas than if bought 
in town or hired made. The tools which 
every well regulated farm ought to pos- 
sess will answer. 
We have in mind a 
young farmer who does all this kind of 
work, and he is prospering in spite of 
hard times, cheap products, etc. 
He 
raises as much grain and stock as his 
neighbors who buy everything "ready" 
made, and has much more "ready" cash. 
Try your hand at it when the weather 
prevents outside work, advises The New 
England Homestead. 


Experiments In Corn Cnltnre. 


Field experiments with corn reported 
from the Utah station by A. A. Milla 
consisted of tests of varieties of thick 
and thin planting and of detasseling. 
Of the varieties grown three years the 
common white flint of the locality gave 
the largest average yield. 
Thick and 
ihin planting gave almost identical re- 
sults. 
Every alternate row of com was 
ietasseled. 
These rows gave a smaller 
rield than the alternate rows not detas- 
leled. 


RED KAFFIR CORN. 


The 
Most Valuable 
Nonsaccharine Sor- 
ghnm For Poor, Dry Soils—Cultnrsl Notes. 


Kaffir corn, one of the many nonsac- 
charine sorghume, is attracting atten- 
tion in many wfdely separated parts of 
the country, and notably those sections 
where drought is liable to prevail. Fol- 
lowing are extracts of interest on this 
subject from an article on porghums by 
F. B. Burtis and published in a Kansas 
state board of agriculture report: 


White Kaffir corn is one of the early 
introduced varieties of the nonsaccha- 
rine sorts. 
The plant grows short and 
stalky, and has short joints 
covered 
with large and numerous leaves. 
At 
maturity the stalks are quite dry and 
pithy. 
The seed tops grow erect, are 
long and slender and bear white seed. 
If dry weather checks this variety, the 
seed tops do not push out of the sheath, 
and the lower part molds and the grain 
is worthless. 
Under ordinary conditions 
this variety yields fi«m 40 to 50 bush- 
els of grain per acre and a fair yield of 
fodder, but the stalks are mostly re- 
fused by stock. 


Ked Kaffir was introduced at the Kan- 
sas station in 1889. 
It differs from the 
white fodder 1u that it grows taller 


and more slender and is mncb more 
juicy and sWeetei*. The seed differs in 
color and is somewhat smaller and 
harder. At the station it outyields the 
white in grain and fodder, and matures 
somewhat earlier, and we consider it 
superior in all respects. Of all varieties 
red Kaffir corn is the most valuable for 
farmers in general. It combines a large 
yield of fodder with the largest yield of 
grain, and is of a growth suitable to 
economical harvesting. 
Stock eat the 
fodder with a relish, and tbe feeding 
value of the grain is excelled by none 
It stands dry weather as well, and does 
better on poor soil than any other. But 
it will respond well to good soil and 
plenty of moisture. After a variety has 
been selected an important point is to 
keep it pure, which will take some care 
if several kinds are raised in the same 
field. 


Sorghum ieqnires.warm weather to 
develop it. The mistake is often made 
of planting it too early. 
Before or not 
later than corn was the practice a few 
years ago. 
Generally the result of this 
was a very poor stand. 
The seed 
should never be planted 
until 
tbe 
ground is thoroughly warm. 
Shallow 
planting will help the germination 
much; half as deep as for corn is a good 
depth. 
The early growth is very slow 
and the plants tender; hence the neces 
sity of having the ground free from 
weeds at time of planting. 


A great advantage of the sorghums 
over com for forage is that they admit 
of close planting. Sorghums will admit 
of close drilling and produce a full 
grain crop, and, with thick seeding, 
will make excellent hay. As a hay crop 
a yield of two to four tons i>er acre is 
not unusual. 
For this the quantity of 
seed sown per acre should be varied 
somewhat to suit the conditions, but in 
most cases if broadcasted one bnshel 
will be sufficient, and if drilled three 
pecks. Put on enough seed to make the 
plants small and fine; the yield will be 
about as ihuch and can be handled 
much easier and better. The best plan 
is to plant thick enough to make good 
fine hay without any thought of the 
grain. 


If grain is wanted, drill the rows far 
enough apart to admit of cultivation 
so as to produce the largest yield of 
grain. 
At the experiment station we 
find to give the maximum yield of 
grain the rows should not be farther 
apart than 8 feet and may be as close 
08 2}^, and the stalks should he from 4 to 
6 inches apart in the row. 
The above 
applies to such a variety as red Eafl^r 
com, as in rich soil some of the ranker 
growing sorts will lodge when planted 
so close. 


The Blaple Sap Xloir. 


According to A. H. Wood of the New 
Hampshire experiment station the flow 
of maple sap is largely dependent npon 
the depth of the tapping. According to 
his three years' experiments the theory 
that all or nearly all the sap comes from 
the outside wood is erroneous. 
He 
makes it appear that the additional in- 
j u ^ to the tree by deep tapping is very 
slight, especially if the hole is smalL 
Where a three-eighths inch bit is used 
imd the bark practically uninjured the 
majori^ of the holes will be g^rown 
over the first, summer after . tapping. 
13ie am'Ount of'flow from the north and 
south sides of trees was investigated, 
imd it was found that under equal con- 
ditions the common practice of tapping 
on the south side of trees is to be pre- 
ferred.

STORIES OF T H E DAY. 


Benutfkable Wemther Fhenomen» 
penins: In Tk««e I>ay8. 


A curious phenomenon occurred at 
Hartford the other night, resulting from 
ft high wind and a slight fall of moist 
snow on an icy surface. The wind 
caught the snow and rolled it up into 
thousands of snowballs. Hundreds of 
balls were whirled up and sent rolling 
along, gathering snow at each turn and 
each leaving its marked trail behind. 
The wide slope of land surrounding 
Trinity college was one field of rolling 
snowballs. Dr. Samuel Hart thus de- 
scribes the phenomenon: 


"The rotary wind flaw catches the 
snow and rolls it up like aj^uff in cy- 
lindrical form. Most tbat^ saw were 
about eight inches wide and eight inches 
in diameter, hollowed at the two ends. 
They are in effect isosceles triangles of 
snow rolled up on the vertex." 


The same phenomenon occurred about 
12 years ago. Some of the wind made 
snowballs were as large as half barrels. 


Chicago was visited by a most sin^- 
lar met^otolc^ical phenomenon a few 
i^ights since: Black amow, yellow snow 
and brown snow fell in blinding olouds 
over the entire ci^, and reports from 
suburban towns brought the news tha$ 
the varicolored storm was not an exclu- 
sive Chicago production. 


The chief of the weather bureau at 
Washington says: 


"The black enow that has lately fallen 
in Chicago and the northwest is similar 
to the great fall of January, 1895, the 
nature of which was thoroughly investi- 
gated by the weather bureau at that 
time. Notwithstanding the theoretical 
snggesticn that the black deposit on last 
January might have come from beyond 
the earth and might be meteoric or co- 
metic, or might even be the volcanio 
dust from Alaska or Japan* careful in- 
vestigation showed that it was due to 
none of these Causes. 


"'On the contrary, microscopic exami- 
nation proved that the black deposit 
contained about 4 per cent of the most 
delicate organic structures (such as dia- 
toms and spores) and about 96 per cent 
of the finest possible inoraguic mattpr,! 
such as makes up the ordinary fine silt 
and clay soils. All this fine material is 
easily caught up by the dry winds when- 
ever they exceed ao miles per hour and 
is carried to great distances before it- 
settles on the ground. 
It is easily 
brought down in large quantities by 
snow or rain, but is only perceived by 
the ordinary observer "whera tbere is a 
clean surface of snow for it to fa 11 upon, 
li^ge portions of country from jNebra^ka 
southward to the gulf are covered by 
this fine soil, -whose depth sometimes is 
100 feet. A gale uf wind has been 
known to carry away sis indies of the 
surface soil from a freshly cultivated 
field and spread it over the land 100 
miles away. The blackness is due to the 
fineness of the silt and nob tu any mag- 
netic iron.

MAGNETISM DOES IT. 


W. P. CRUMBIE'S NEW WAY OF PHO- 


TOGRAPHING HIDDEN OBJECTS.

Since Professor Roentgen's discovery 
of photography by means of the cathode 
rays the most important results in that 
line of investigation have recently been 
obtained by William D. Crumble, an 
assistant in the United States laboratory 
in New York. 


Mr. Crnmbie has lately shown that 
the Roentgen pictures, so called, may 
be obtained without the use of the 
tubes, and therefore without the cathode 
rays which were supposed to be abso- 
lutely essential to the process. 
The re- 
sults of his experiments without light 
are pictures—not shadows—clear in 
form and outline. 


He began his investigation with the 
assumption that the pictures were pro- 
duced not by the rays, but by some in- 
fluence in the magnetic field. His ex- 
periments have shown to him the truth 
of this theory, though he frankly ad- 
mits that he is unable to define the in- 
fluence which has produced such aston- 
ishing results. 


At the last meeting of the New York 
section of the Society of Chemical In- 
dustry Mr. Crumbie's experiments, as 
reported by his chief, Dr. Wainwright, 
were discussed with the most profound 
interest. Chairman Alfred H. Mason of 
the New York section of the society said 
that Mr. Crambie's discovery was really 
made in an entirely different field from 
that of Professor Roentgen's investiga- 
tion. He predicted that it opened the 
way to results even more remarkable. 


Mr. 
Crumbie's 
experiments 
began 
soon after the announcement of Pro- 
fessor Roentgen's 
discovery. 
At his 
home in East Orange he explained to a 
reporter his methods of investigation. 
Feeling sure that the pictures could be 
produced without the rays, he construct- 
ed his apparatus accordingly. 
The gen- 
erative force at the outset was very 
much like that of Roentgen's. 


Mr. Crumble used two Edison-Leland 
phonograph batteries. The primary cir- 
cuit was established from these batteries 
to a small inductive coil, from which 
secondary wires were run to two brass 
plates. Two coins and a key were wrap 
ped in two folds of Bristol board and 
placed between two gelatin plates aud 
the bundle thus formed was placed in an 
ordinary photograph holder, which was 
set between t.be metal plates. To avoid 
all possibili'-y of light, the experimenter 
placed a photographer's cover over the 
apparatus. 


After an exposure of 30 hours, Mr. 
Crumbie's work was lewarded in a most 
astonishing way. He found that the ob- 
jects had been 
photographed clearly 
and distinctly without the use of the 
tubes at all. He thouglit at first that the 
result might be due to sparking against 
the paper, aud he made experiments to 
see if this were so. 


He used a much stronger current to 
see whether sparking, if it had occurred, 
would produce marks on the cardboard 
or the gelat'n fim. There was no evi- 
dence of auy action aside from the usual 
development. 


Theu Mr. Crumbie was sure of his 
theory that the pictures had been pro- 
duced entirely by magnetic action. 


Afterward he made a picture of a Co- 
lumbian half dollar on carbon paper 
without the wrapping of Bristol board. 
The picture revealed clearly the letters 
aud date. 


Mr. Crumbie modestly attributes these 
results to tho inilueuoe of Tesla's suc- 
cess iu his experiiueuta in the .static 
field, 
but IJB will 
couciiuio his own 
work, and has hopes of obtaining even 
better photographs than those recently 
made.—Xe^^ York World.

duty all night. 


There is today a marked imptove- 


ment in the demeanor of the populace. 
A proclamation by the mayor enjoined 
the inhabitants of Rome to be calm and 
avoid assemblages, which would tend 
to develop riotous 
demonstrations. 


Business is proceeding as usual, and 
the only evidence here of the recent 
disturbances are the strong additional 
guards of soldiers on duty about the 
palace and all public buildings. 


There was serious rioting at Parma 


lest night. The municipal buildings 
were besejged by angry mobs, windows 
were smashed*, there were a number of 
lively fights between the police and the 
populace and the troops were compelled 
to fire a volley over the heads of the 
most riotous of the mobs.

Peter Kichard Kenrick, whose death 


occurred last Wednesday, at St. Louis, 
was for nearly half a century 
the 


Catholic archbishop of that diocese. 
He was 88 years of age and had been 
in very feeble health for several years 


With the possible exception of John 


Ireland of St. Paul, noother archbishop 
of the Roman Catholic church 
in 


America has attracted more notice than 
Peter Richard Kenrick. 


When Archbishop Kenrick began 


his administration St. Louis was a town 
of 20.000 inhabitants, and had two 
Catholic churches—tho Cathedral, built 
in 1834, and a little Jesuit chapel. The 
diocese now contains over 300 churches, 
twenty-five stations and a Catholic 
population of over 350,000. At the lime 
of his appointment as bishop of Dra-a 
the diocese of St. Louis comprised 
Missouri, Arkansas and the western 
end of Illinois, and the bishop was com- 
pelled to travel on horseback or in 
wagons or stages over this immense 
territory, which has sincobeen divided. 


In the Vatican he was a strong oppo 


nent of tho doctrine of the infalibility 
of the pope, and had it not been for 
this opposition, it is said that the arch- 
bishop would have been made a cardi- 
nal. 


He introduced into iiis diocese many 


religious societies that now control 
scores of schools and other institutions, 
many of t!iern charitable. 
He laid out 


the cemetery of St. Louis. He was an 
author and had written several works 
of recognized merit.

Concerning the heating 


of u pltuithou.se tho same authority says: 


When a house or pit is used only for 


plant growing toward spriug, and clos- 
est economy has to bo practiced, the 
heating might bo done by means o! a 
doable flue, the fireplace being iu the 
shauty, and tho rctnrti flue placed upon 
the other aud ending in tho chimney al- 
most directly abcvo tho fireplace. The 
draft has to bo adjusted in such a man- 
ner that a direct connection can be had 
from the fireplace to tho chimney, to 
be opeu when fire is first started aud 
then closed and the couiiection made 
with the flues. Fire will only be need- 
ed dnriug thu night, and perhaps a very 
little of it 01: cloudy days. The hot wa- 


and cioro slc-nder aad is much more 
joicy and sweeter. 
The seed differs in 


color aud is somewhat smaller an'd 
harder. At the station it outyields the 
white in grain and fodder, and matures 
Bomewbat earlier, aud we consider it 
superior in all respects. Of all varieties 
red Kaffir corn is the most valuable for 
farmers iu general. It combines a large 
yield of fodder with the largest yield of 
grain, and is of a growth suitable to 
economical harvesting.

After a variety has 
beeu selected an important point is to 
keep it pure, which -vill take some care 
if several kiuds are raised in the same 
field. 


Sorghum requires warm weather to 


develop it, Tho mistake is often umde 
of planting it too early. 
Before or not 


later thuu corn was the practice a few 
years ago. 
Generally the result of this 


was a very poor stand. 
The seed 


ghonld never be planted 
until the 


ground is thoroughly warm. 
Shallow 


planting will help the germination 
much; half as deep as for corn is a good 
depth. 
The early growth is very slow 


and the plants tender; hence the neces- 
sity of having the ground free from 
weeds at tiiuo of planting, 


A great advantage of tho sorghums 


over com for forage is that they admit 
of closo planting. Sorghums will admit 
of clwo drilling and produce a full 
grain crop, aud, with thick seeding, 
will make excellent hay. As a hay crop 
a yield of two to four tons per acre

satisfactory plan when the house is to 
be used for forcins winter vegetables. 
It will surely pay big interest for tha 
investment to put in oue of tho hot wa- 
ter heaters now made arid advertised by 
various firms. I cannot tell you which 
of all of them is tho best.

there is little difference. 
They all can 


be depeuded ou to give good service if 
you will get tho proper size. The manu- 
facturers will be willing enough to ad- 
viso yon as to the size required to heat 
your planthouse. 


The problem of heating a small plant- 


house is simplified where natural gas 
(iu some cases even the ordinary illumi- 
nating gas) can bo had. We might then 
dispense with a regular heater, and just 
• bring tho heating flame to bear upon 
a coil of pipe connecting with tho heat- 
ing pipe system. Of course the coil is 
inside of a fireplace of brick or inclosed 
with a sheet iron jacket 
That there 


must bo au expansion tank connecting 
with tho highest point iu tho pipe sys- 
tem to furnish some pressure aud the 
necessary quantity of water for circula- 
tion, and to provide for waste by evap- 
oration, need hardly be specially men- 
tioned. For the gardener who is trying 
to make a living by raising aud selling 
garden truck a good greenhouse or plant 
pit is au absolute necessity. 


One Way to Savo Money, 


During the winter many conveniences 


and necessary farm tools and imple- 
ments may bo made in the horn e work- 
house. Hayracks, wagon beds, swing 
gates, water troughs aud tanks, sleds, I 
tool racks, stalk rakes, chicken coops, 
shipping crates and berry boxes are sim- 
ple in construction. Any bright farmer, 
with tho assistance of a blacksmith, can 
make all of these and more. 
The es- 


pouse will be much less than if bought 
iu town or hired made. The tools which 
every well regulated farm ought to pos- 
sess will answer. 
Wo have in miud a 


younj: farmer who does all this kind of 
work, mid ho is prosperiug in spite of 
hard times, cheap products, etc. He 
raises as much grain aud stock as his 
neighbors who buy everything "ready" 
made, aud has much more "ready" cash. 
Try yonr hand at it when the weather 
prevents outside work, advises The New 
England Homestead. 


Experiments In Corn Culture. 


Field experiments with corn reported 


from tlio Utah station by A. A. Mills 
consisted of tests of varieties of thick 
and thiu planting and of detasseling. 
Of the varieties grown three years the 
comiuou white flint of the locality gave 
tho largest average yield. 
Thick aud 


thin planting gave almost identical re- 
sults. 
Every alternate row of corn was 


:leta.sseled. Theso rows gave a smaller 
;ield than the alternate rows not detas- 
icled. 


seed sown per acre should be varied 
somewhat to suit tho conditions, but iu 
most cases if broadcasted one bushel 
will be sufficient, aud if drilled three 
pecks. Put on enough seed to make the 
plants small and fine; tho yield will be 
about as much and can be handled 
much easier and better. The best plan 
is to plant thick enough to make good, 
fine hay without any thought of the 
grain. 


If grain is wanted, drill tho rows far 


enough apart to admit of cultivation, 
so as to produce tho largest yield of 
grain. 
At the experiment station we 


find to give the maximum yield of 
grain tho rows should not bo farther 
apart than 3 feet and may be as closo 
as 2JX, aud the stalks should be from 4 to 
6 inches apart in tho row. 
Tho above 


applies to such a variety as red Kaffir 
corn, as in rich soil some of the ranker 
growing sorts will lodge when, planted 
so close. 


The Maple Sap Flow. 


According to A. H. Wood of the New 


Hampshire experiment station the flow 
of maple sap is largely dependent upon 
the depth of the tapping. According to 
his threo years' experiments tho theory 
that all or nearly all the sap comes from 
tho outside wood is erroneous. 
He 


makes it appear that the additional in- 
jury to the tree by deep tapping is very 
slight, especially if tho hole is small. 
Where a three-eighths inch bit is used 
and the bark practically uninjured the 
majority of tho holes will bo jjrown 
over the first summer after tapping. 
Tho amount of flow from the north aud 
south sides of trees was investigated, 
and it was found that under equal con- 
ditions the common practice of tapping 
on the south side of trees is to be pre- 
ferred.

RED KAFFIR CORN. 


Tho Most Talnnblo NoniwccharlDP Sor- 
ghum For Poor, Dry Soils—Cultural Notes. 


Kaffir com, cuo of the mauy nonsac- 


chariuo sorghmns, is attrnctiug atten- 
tion iu many widely separated parts of 
tho country, and notably thoso fcctioug 
where drought is liable to prevail. Fol- 
lowing are extracts of interest ou this 
subject from au article on sorghums by 
F. B. Bnrtis and published iu a Kansas 
state board of agricnltnre report: 


White Kaffir corn is ono of tho early 


introduced varieties of tho uonsaccha 
riiie sorts. Tho plant grows short ant' 
stalky, and has short joints covercc; 
•with largo and numerous leaves. 
Al 


maturity tho stalks aro quite dry and 
pithy. 
Tho seed tops grow erect, are 


long and slender and bear white seed. 
If dry weather checks this variety, tho 
seed tops do not push out of tho sheath 
aud tho lower part molds and tho graiu 
is worthies?.

Must thai* saw were 
about eight inches wide arid eight inches 
iu diameter, hollowed M the two ends. 
They aro in effect isosceles triangles of 
snow rolled up on the vertex." 


Tho sarna phenomenon occurred about 


12 years ago. Some of the wind made 
snowballs were as largo aa half barrels. 


Chicago was visited by a most singu- 


lar meteorological phenomenon a few 
nights since. Black snow, yellow snow 
and brown snow fell iu blinding clouds 
over the entire city, and reports from 
suburban towns brought the news that 
the varicolored storm was not an exclu- 
sive Chicago production. 


The chief of the weather bureau at 


Washington says: 


"Tho black snow that has lately fallen 


in Chicago and tho northwest is similar 
to the great fall of January, 1895, the 
nature of which was thoroughly iuvesti 
gated by tho weather bureau at tha 
time. Notwithstanding tho theoretica 
suggestion that the black deposit ou las 
January might havo como from heyoud 
the earth and might bo meteoric or co 
metic, or might even be tho volcaui 
dust from Alaska or Japan, careful iu 
vestigatiou showed that it was due to 
none of these cunses. 


"Ou the contrary, microscopic exami- 


nation proved that tho black deposit 
contained about -1 per cent of the most 
delicate organic structures (such as dia-j 
toms uiid sparest and about % per cent, 
of the liucbt j!'.i.-sib!i! ii:crug!iic matter, 
such as makes up tho ordinary line silt 
and clay .-uii.-. All i his line material is 
easily caught-up by tho dry winds when- 
ever they cxa-ed M miles pe" hou" and 
is carried ti> great; ('iisU-.uixv; bel'oro it 
settles on tho giw.iid. It is easily 
brought duwu in hu-go quantities by 
suo\v ov rain, !;ut is cuJy peiccivud by 
tho ordinary obssrvcr wheie, tlirvo is a 
deau siuiacu of K-JOW for i: to fail upon.

Tha last few uays, whenever snow lias 


alleu iu Salt Lake City,, a white sedi- 
meat lias beeu left wherever the suow 
onched. There has beeu much specnla- 
iou as to the actual cause; thu local 
cieutists have beeu and are uow divided 
upon thac point. There are those who 
usist that the sediment was taken np 
roai the bosom of Great Salt Lake. 
There are others who believe the deposit 
.8 sulphate of soda, which is thrown up 
on the shores of Gieat Salt Lake during 
;ho winter by the action of the cold 
weather on the briny waters. Be that as 
as it may, the houses facing north, the 
street car windows and every piece of 
glass exposed has become mcrusted. Pe- 
iestrians who happened to bo out iu the 
storm did not uotice anything out of tho- 
way until their clothing dried, \vheu it 
was discerned that the apparel was lib- 
erally sprinkled with what appeared to 
be salt. Tho deposit is of a saline uature. 
That was discovered by the upplicatiou 
of the tongue. 


It is a phenomenon that frequently oc-, 


curs iu Salt Luke City, and especially* 
during tho winter season, but a good 
deal of work was necessary to remove 
the stains left on the windows. There 
has not been a suowstorni within the 
last teu days when the deposit of the 
sediment lias not occurred. The savants 
ire still guessing.—Chicago Chronicle.

TOGRAPHING HIDDEN OBJECTS. 


Magnetic Forco J'rovcd to Be the Princi- 


ple—Cathode Raya Not Necewary—AB- 
tonlBlilrie Bosalt* Without the Afienoy 
of Any Light. 


Sitico Professor Roentgen's discovery 


of photography by moans of tho cathode 
rays tho most important results iu that 
line of investigation huvo recently been 
obtained by William D. Cruuibie, uu 
assistant iu the United States laboratory 
in Now York. 


Mr. Crumbio has lately shown that 


the Roeutgeu pictures, BO nailed, may 
bo obtained without the use of tho 
tubes, mid therefore without tho cathode 
rays which were supposed to bo abso 
lutely essential to the process. 
Tho re- 


sults of his experiments without light 
are pictures—not shadows—clear in 
forra nnd ontlino. 


He began his investigation with the 


assumption that tho pictures were pro- 
duced not by the rays, bnt by some iu- 
flnenco In the magnetic field. 
His ex- 


periments have shown to him the truth 
of this theory, though ho frankly ad 
mils that ho is unable to define the in- 
fluence which, has produced such aston- 
ishing results.
